WITNESS the Los Angeles 
officials who, after working 
more than 24 hours, simply 
quit because they were 
asleep on their feet, tele¬ 
phoning the registrar of 
voters to send for the bal¬ 
lots and have the count 
completed in his own office. 

That should teach us a 
lesson. Only propositions of 
vital importance should be 
allowed on the ballot, and 
the best way to assure that 
is for each of us voters to 
refuse to sign petitions for 
submitting propositions the 
Legislature has not ap¬ 
proved, unless a sincere 
study of the proposition 
and its effects convinces us 
it is necessary.

Mayor Away During 
‘Operation Foothill’ 

BULLETIN 

Henry B. Nuetzel announced late Wednesday that 
he will immediately proceed with construction of from 
lOO to 115 houses on his tract. His Field Survey Corps 
will start work surveying the territory Monday. Under 
R-1 zoning 25 per cent of the homes may each cover 
IZjOaO square feet; the others must be of ISJlOO square 
foot dimension. 

With Mayor W. Webster Vannier absent on vaca¬ 
tion, City Council Tuesday night in a highly dramatic 
“Operations Foothill” denied former Councilman and war¬ 
time flier Henry B. Nuetzel of 700 Acacia permission to 
build 26 to 30 apartment house buildings on the 50-acre 
Mansur-Nuetzel tract. 

With Vice Mayor James F. Abernethy presiding, he, 
Councilmen Severin L. Sorensen, Frank R. Parks and 
Ralph R. Rule voted unanimously in rejecting Nuetzel’s 
request for a zone change from R-1 to R-3 thus opening 
the door for future Foothill apartment house develop¬ 
ment. ' 

A jam-packed City Council Chamber, mostly oppon¬ 
ents, who had sat through the two-hour hearing and 
who, among other things, had presented a petition con¬ 
taining the names of 1,481 protestants, cheered mightily 
when the vote was finished and Council had, for the time 
being at least, closed the gates to Nuetzel’s request. 

If Council had approved, Nuetzel could have made 
two other moves for a reopening of the project. But Coun¬ 
cil, apparently, by voting down the R-3 request, killed 
these which were: 

1— Request the Planning Commission for creation of 
a new and special zone, say R-4, permitting him to build 
the apattment houses. 

2— Ask for an "overlay” to the present R-1 or 15,000 
square feet proviso, also permitting him to go ahead with 
his project.

COMPACTLY, Holland 
outlined his client’s plan. 
Indicating that a complete 
change of zone was not de¬ 
sired, but rather an abridge¬ 
ment permitting the city to 
control the type of structure 
to be erected. He indicated 
that whichever way Coun¬ 
cil acted Nuetzel planned to 
go ahead with some type of 
development on the tract. 

Holland argued that the 
apartment house p r o j ect 
was superior to that for 
single dwellings from the 
viewpoint of traffic control, 
number of children and 
school facilities, as well as 
landscaping and tree sal¬ 
vage. 

Engineer Ralph Lovett of 
the Technological Engineer¬ 
ing Co. of Pico Riviera, also 
appearing for N u e tzel, 
traced details of single 
dwelling units compared to 
■what he termed the advan¬ 
tages of multiple apartment 
houses. He also cited the 
recreational advantages, in¬ 
cluding the five acres which 
Nuetzel proposed to cede to 
the city for a park on the 
tract as well as a green belt 
around the site thus pro¬ 
viding fire protection. 

DAVID S. WOOD of 590 

Elm, Caltech professor, and 
John A. Meuslnge of 440 
Foothill ave., a mechanical 
engineer, made the princi¬ 
pal presentations for the 


Nuetzel opponents, although 
many others spoke. 

Mr. Wood argued that 
community life in the Foot¬ 
hills would' be weakened by 
apartment house develop¬ 
ments there; that it would 
help density the population 
of the city; that the Nuetzel 
plan was a radical depar¬ 
ture from the city zoning 
ordinance; that hillsides are 
more adaptable for high 
and moderate-priced homes; 
that it would be the open¬ 
ing wedge for a series of 
unneeded apartment houses 
throughout the city when 
they are not now needed); 
and that strict adherence to 
the Master Zoning Plan is 
essential. 

MR. MEURSINGE said 
there is already 60 per cent 
of Sierra Madre land zoned 
for apartment houses or pro¬ 
fessional buildings which is 
either undeveloped or now 
has homes on it. “It means,” 
he explained, “that 40 per 
cent of the area now zoned 
for apartments consists of 
aipartments, as well as 
schools and churches. This 
area in future growth will 
accommodate 2 0 0 new 
apartment buildings, or 2 ,- 
500 apartment units.” 

“It is my conclusion,” he
